He stated that Great Britain had sold the Soviet Union 


such engines and suggested that England might be a source of supply for 


Yugoslavia as well.

a. One or two gas turbine or jet engines of English or American type.

Of the American models, a jet engine with a thrust of three to five 


thousand pounds, a.single cylinder engine of the "Waukesha" firm, 
an engine for testing aviation gasoline (CFR ootane charge and surer- 
charge type) and one engine of cetane type for heavy oi] and Diesel
